Highly polluted wastes 
being discharged inte 
bay. from Kororoit Ck. 


drains said. 
J. Leyden, in his an- 
nual report as Medical Of- 
ficer of Health to Altona 
Council. 

He said during the year 
biological and chemical 
tests were made on water 
from the creek and main 
drains discharging into the 
sea. 

These tests showed a 
high level of pollution. 

But, he added that the 
completion of the sewerage 
treatment plant and con- 
nection of all premises to 
it should reduce most con- 
siderably the amount of 
polluted waste flowing 
from the drains. 

However, he 1s of the 
opinion that the point of 
discharge from the  treat- 
ment plant into the sea 
should be extended into 
deeper water. 

And that regular tests, 
both biological and chemi- 
eal, of the effluent should 
be taken by the Board of 
Works and the Council. 

The results of the tests 
to_ be mutually exchanged. 
Dr. Leyden said he and 
the. Sénior Health Inspec- 
tor, Mr. J. Mellors, in- 
spected a plant, similar to 
the one béing constructed 
at Altona, in operation at 
Lower Plenty.

One of Altona’s early 
residents, Mrs. Ethel May 
Elizabeth Davidson, whose 
lete husband started Al- 
tona’s first carrying business, 
first. toxi service and first 
gorage died on July 4, aged 
76 years. 

The Davidson‘’s came to 


Altona fifty years ago and

Soon after they purchased 
fand “at the corner of Blyth 
and Sargood Streets and 
built @ small one roomed 
home. 

Mr, Davidson 
carrying business with a 
horse and cort.

They built a large family 
home which still stands in 
Sargood Street and the first 
service station in Altona. 
The garage was demolished 
to make way for the present 
Caltex station. 

Mr. Davidson started the 
first taxi service—from the 
station to the golf links.

Davidson's time was-spent in 
caring for her increasing 
fomily—]0 girls and one 
boy {2 of the girls died in 
infancy). 

Mr. Davidson died 24 
years ago. .

DOCKYARD 
OFFICIAL BADGE 


the culmination of the 
Dockyard Apprenticeship 
Awards function in June, 
the Minister for the Navy, 
the Honourable C. R. 
Kelly announced that the 
Naval Board had been pleas- 
ed to award the Deckyard an 
official badge to mark its long 
association with ships of the 
Royal Navy, the Colonial 
Navy, the Victorian Navy and 
finally, the Royal Australian 


Navy. 

He pointed out that al- 
though it was 100 years ago 
that H.R.H. Prince Alfred. 
Duke of Edinburgh, had laid 
a memorial stone in the em- 
bryo structure of the Alfred 
Graviag Deck. an occasion 
generally regarded as the 
Dockyard’s birthday, it was 
ten years earlier in 1858 that 
the Dockyard commenced to 
serve the Fleet on the instal- 
lation of a Patent Slip under 
the direction of the_ Chief 
Harbour Master, Captain 
Charles Ferguson, who later

The badge. an_ enlarged 


drawing of which is current- 
ly being exhibited at the 
Main Gate, comprises a rep- 
lica of the upper right canton 
of the seal obtained by. the 
Borough of Williamstown af- 
ter incorporation in 1856. It 
consists of an “upright and 
virtually stockless anchor” 
representative of the function 
of Admiralty alluding to the 
Government establishment lo- 
cated at Williamstown before 
1837 for the conirol of Port 
waters, and two crossed flags, 

The crossed flags comprise 
the Cross of St. George and 
the Union Flag. These flags 
are ‘Jacks. or special flags 
fasiged to be flown at_the 
Jack Staff of a ship. They 
were authcrised te be flown 
as Jacks in merchant ships 
and the Sovereign's ships re- 
svectively. dating hack fo an 
arder of Charles II in 1674 to 
Trinity Houses calling for 
effective measures to ensure 
that merchant shios used the 
“Flag or Jack White” to dis- 
Hinevish them from the Royal 
shins which alone were 
authorised to fiy the Union 
Flag as a Tack. 

Tise af these Jacks in the 
badge. in conjunction with the 
anchor. not only gives ner- 
manent witness to the long 
and fruitful association be-

For about five months, after 
which it ‘calcifies and dis- 
appears. 


Is it harmful to the beast? | 
No. . 


Can it be transmitted from 
beast to beast? No. 


Can it be transmitted from 
beast to man?’ In the remote 
circumstance of a live cyst: 
being eaten raw by a human 
being another tapeworm will 
develop. | 

Does the tapeworm affect 
the human? In 1935 the Board. 
had to offer $10 for each 
tapeworm to encourage 
people to have treatment so 
as fo obtain worms for ex- 
perimental purposes. Ail 
people reported they did ‘not 
suffer any ill-effects and in- 
deed Some were proud 
their worms. 


Can the cattle be sold?

ROSE PRUNING 


June and July are busy months in the 
rose garden. [t seems best in most of the mild- 
climote areas of Australia, to ‘prune between 


early June to late July. 


Roses are pruned to ob- 
tain better blooms. Prun- 
ing should be done in 
stages, the first of ‘which 
is te remove all growths 


that are unlikely to pro- 
duce good shoots with 
quality “flowers. Obviously 
these include ill dead. 
wood, sickly branches and 
twiggy, spindly growths. 

In fact, all -dead and 
sickly growths should be 


removed at any time of 
the year. 

In the second stage, all 
branches that grow - 
wards the centre of the 
plant should be < removed. 
All branches will throw 
lateral growths as spring 
approaches, and lateral 
growths from these 
branches in the centre, will 
create congestion. They 
will rub against each oth. 
er, damaging the bark, and 
their blooms will be’ torn 
by nearby branches. 

The branches that re- 
main when pruning is 
completed will throw plen- 
ty of lateral shoots to oc- 
upy the centre adequately. 
At this stage, each plant 
should be somewhat like 
an umbrella standing on its 
ferrule. 

In the third stage, spac- 
ing should be attended to 
by removing surplus 
branches. They are  surp- 
lus if they are too close to 
one or more other branch- 
es. The term “too close”

‘|The Committee has the fuil 


responsibility of maintain- 
ing and financing the hos- 
pital. Under regulations of 
the Hospital and .Charities 
Commission, it submits a 
detailed estimate of its re- 
ceipts and expenditure for 
fhe ensuing year. This may 
and frequently does, show 
projected expenditure ex- 
ceeding estimated receipts. 
The budget is exhaustively 
scrutinised and sometimes 
modified by Commission ac- 
countants. When final ap- 
proval is given a subsidy 
approximating to the excess 
of expenditure over receipts 
may be allowed. From then 
on it is the sole concern of 
the local committee to bal- 
ance its accounts. 

The application of this 
formula has caused difficul- 
ties in the current year. 
The estimated receipts and 
expenditure were so match- 
ed that no Government 
subsidy was paid. How- 
ever, thus far receipts haye 
been below expectations.

FEES 


The committee of man- 
agement must charge fees 
at the rates laid down by 
the Hospital and Charities 
Commission. The same 
charges apply in all Gov~ 
ernment general hospitals. 

With substantial increases 
in fees charged. the pro- 
portion. of ospital costs 
paid by patients is con~ 
stantly rising. 

In 1961-62 the average in- 
come from patients in Al~ 
tona Hospital amounted to 
62% of hospital costs. But 
in 1966-67 due to Altona 
Hospital’s relatively low 
cost, the income from 
patients treated is shown as 
greater than actual cost. 

In view of the heavy bur- 
den on patients either in 
the form of hospital or 
insurance -payments, strong 
representation _ should 
made about this anomalous 
position. 

If Altona Hospital is effi- 
cient enough to maintain a 
high standard-at low costs 
why should not Altona 
people receive correspond- 
ing benefits. 


GOVERNMENT

‘Altona Hospital cannot be extended — a new 
hospital will depend on population growth in the next 
decade and priorities. A request for a manager- 
secretary has been refused. This is a poor reward for 
the managing committee of a hospital which by all 
standards has served Altona well and efficiently for 


atmosphere, near to friends 
and relatives. 

Dr. J. Leyden, a member 
of the managing commit- 
tee, stresses this as a most 
important factor. 

They have lower per 
capita. costs per patient 
both in regard to capital 
expenditure and  mainten- 
ance and running costs. 
They consequently need less 


subsidy per patient from 
Government sources. (Al- 
tona had no. subsidy in 
1967-68.) 

This is notably proved by 
the records of the Altona 
Hospital. Its growing bed 


average has proved its need 
and acceptance by Altona 
people. Partly because of 
its capacity and partly its 
efficient management, it 
stands extremely well 
among metropolitan hospi- 
tals. Its cost per occupied 
bed day, $13.23 is bettered 
by only one other hospital, 
Springvale, at $12.38. Al- 
tona has accommodation for 
21 beds, Springvale 26. 
While most hospitals carry 
a_ considerable loss to debit 
of their maintenance fund, 
Altona is in the desirable 


position of being in credit. 


HOSPITAL 
AUXILIARY 


MRS. H. WEAVER 
«Assisting the committee in 
an unofficial but most ma- 
terial capacity is the ladies 
auxiliary. This committee of 
23 ladies under the leader- 
ship of Mrs. H. Weaver, 
has for its main aim, the 
increase of the amenities of 
the hospital. From month to 
month by various activities

WHAT OF THE 
FUTURE 


The needs of hospitalisa- 
tion in Altona are growing. 
Tt is obvious that as capa- 
city is reached in Altona 
hospital, more and more 
people will need to find ac- 
commodation in other sub- 
urbs, That is, until a major 
hospital is built in Altona. 

The most that can” pos- 
sibly be said is that a hos- 
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pital of at least 200 beds is 
envisioned for Altona (not 
| promised). 

When it will be built is 
indefinite, Mr. re~ 
mean, Secretary of the 
Hospital & Charities Com- 
mission said it depended on 
the population growth in 
the area in the next decade 
and on the opriorities of 
other districts in the metro- 
politan area. This can be 
accepted for what ’it is 
worth. It may be that it 
also depends on available 
finance and other considera- 
tions. In the meantime Al- 
tona does without. 

To the north, Sunshine 
with a population three 
times that of Altona has a 
slightly smaller hospital. 
They in Sunshine believe 
they will have a large hos- 
pital commenced in three to 
five years time, This vitally 
needed Sunshine hospital 
could it is considered, di- 
minish Altona’s prospects to 
some extent.
